Gardiner, counsel for the defendant, 
treated the prosecution to a surprise

day morning, and Judge Clark con- 
ducted the trial in his place. Neatly 
all the morning was occupied in the 
selection of a jury, and the taking of 
testimony began at the afternoon 
session before the following jury:

tion. Quite a number of prominent 
citizens were present as spectators, 
and seemed to enjoy the proceedings 
immensely, among them being a num- 
ber of the lriends of the defendant. 

The indictment accuses Mr. Chan- 
dler of the crime of receiving a bribe. 
That January 4, 1888, while a member 
of the City Council of Los Angeles, 
and while the taking away and revok- 
ing of the license of Henry Schwartz 
& Co., consisting of Henry Schwartz, 
Thomas Rodman and Jerry Driscoll, 
was pending before the Council, the 
defendant corruptly took a bribe from 
the firm of $300. That the bribe was 
given and received upon the under- 
standing and promise of Chan adler that 
he would vote against the revocation 
of the license of the firm, and that he 
did vote against the revocation in con- 
sideration. of the money paid to him. 
It also alleges that the license upon 
which the transaction of January 4th 
was based was for the Turf and Grain 
Exchange business. This is the noto- 
rious clock game“ at which so much 
money was dropped by numerous citi- 
= during the time it was in opera- 
tion. 

City Clerk Teed being sworn, testi- 
fied that Mr. Chandler was a member 
of the Council during the commission“ 
of the alleged crime. : 

He read. from the records, showing 
the official canvass of the votes for 
Councilman and the declaration of 
— Chandler’s election, December 12, 

The witness was asked as to the 
granting of a license to the Turf and 
Grain Exchange by the Council, and 
to this Judge Gardiner objected, and 
along legal argument arose. Judge 
Garditer insisted that it was not per- 
missible to question the witness about 
the license. use the license held by 
Schwartz & Co. at the time m 
the indictment was for au auction 
house, and the exchange license was 
not issued for two months after Janu- 
ary 4th. The prosecution had elected 
to go to trial on a charge specifying a 
certain time and describing the trans- 
actions alleged to have taken place, 
and are bound by tbeir allegations. 
Judge Clark intimated that he was 
disposed to confine the prosecution 
within the limit suggested by the de- 
fense, but would exclude the jury and 
hear arguments from counsel. After 
the jury had left the room Judge 
Gardnier explained his position at 
some length, insisting that he had 
come to trial prepared to meet the 
charge that January 4th the alleged 
bribery took place, when the prose- 
cution well knew that the license in 
question was not issued until in March, 
two months later, although they allege 
its issuance theretofore, 

The District Attorney and Mr. Mc- 
Comas were’ evidently unprepared for 
such an objection and floundered about 
in a vain endeavor to extricate them- 
selves from the defects of the indict- 
ment. Admitting that the license was 
not issued until March, they argued 
that it was not essential that they 
should be bound to January 4th. 

Judge Clark, at the conclusion of the 
argument, said that he had a strongly- 
defined opinion that the point made by 
the defense is well taken. Still he did 
not feel like shutting off the prosecu- 
tion summarily without giving them a 
chance to establish by proof, if they 


E | could, that they are entitled to another 


construction ot the law. He therefore 
overruled Judge Gardiner’s objection 
for that purpose, noting his exception, 
and allowed the prosecution to proceed 
with its testimony, reserving his 
final decision until later in the case. 
While the prosecution felt that this 
was the death knell of a successful 
issue in the-case, they nevertheless 
went on and elicited some racy testi- 


mony. 

The jury returned at 3:30 o’clock and 
the trial was resumed, Mr. Teed be- 
ing still on the stand. In response to 
a question as to how long Mr. Chandler 
was a member of the Council, he re- 
plied, about a year.

FIVE CASUALTIES REPORTED 
IN ONE DAY. | 


Crushed Under a Car—Run Down 
by an Engine—A Drunkard's 
Eyes Burned Out tn a Lime Bed 

A Little Boy Skates Of a 


A probably fatal. accident occurred 
at the Santa Fé depot yesterday after- 
noon about 4 o’clock. As James Fitz- 
patrick,a machinist in the employ of the 
road, was at work, repairing a car on 
a switch, near the roundhouse, another 
car was “shunted” on the switch, 
which, striking the car under which 
Fitzpatrick was working, set it in mo- 
tion, knocking the unfortunate man 
down, the wheels passing over both his 
legs, crushing one of them just below 
the knee and the other just 
above the ankle.

Wing and Morrison were 
summoned by telephone and were soon 
on the scene, when everything possible 
was done, but as the patient was suf- 
fering greatly from the shock, it was 
not deemed prudent to attempt an 
opération at the time. Fitzpatrick re- 
tained consciousness during the whole 
time, and his family were notified, 
when his wife and two of his 
sons came to the _ hospital to 
see him at his request. Between 
6 and 7.o’clock last evening amputa- 
tion was determined on. Fitzpatrick, 
at that time, was very weak and but 
little hope of bis recovery was enter- 
tained. He still recognized the mem- 
bers of his family, but did not appear 
to know any one else, and it was 
thought that he could live only a few 
hours at the outside. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick was fora long time 
on the police force, and was generall 
regarded as a faithful and efficient of- 
ficer. He has a wife and five children 
four boys and one girl, the eldest o 
whom is about 15 years of age. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick was also a member of the 
A. O. U. W. and one or two other so- 
cieties, and was very popular among 
his associates.

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THE BLACK FIREBUG. 


JOHN N LATTIMORE CONVICT. 
ED OF ARSON. 


The Career of a Desperate Man to 
Be Chocked by a Term in the 
State’s Prison—How He Terror- 
ized the San Gabriel valley. 


After many months of suspense, 
John E. Lattimore was convicted of 
arson yesterday in Judge Cheney’s 
court. The evidence, while cireum- 
stantial, was very clear, and convinced 
the jury that the defendant is a “‘fire- 
bug,” too dangerous to be at large. 
Sheriff Aguirre and A. W. Marsh 
worked long and intelligently upon the 
case in securing the necessary evidence, 
and to their efforts the District Attor- 
ney’s Office is largely indebted for the 
final success in having sufficient evi- 
dence to convict. 

Lattimore is not only a desperate 
negro, but a shrewed and cunning one, 


und it was a huge undertaking to un- 


cover the deviltry he has been doing 
for several years past. A description 
of; his career is not without interest. 
Seven or eight years ago Lattimore 
was bired by E. J. Baldwin on his 
ranch to keep out intruders, and worked 
three or four years forhim. Then he 
had trouble with Mr. Unruh and was 
discharged. Instead of going off the 
ranch, bowever, he went up in the foot- 
hills and built him alittle house, where 
ho remained for a year. At the end of 
the time he sued E. J. Baldwin for a 
1 wages, and won his case, He 

ad insured his house for $250, and 
burned it down, collecting the insur- 
ance. His next essay in arson was at 
Albambra. He brought a civil guit be- 
fore Justice Bishop there, and the 
Justice decided against him. That 
night Bishop’s barn was burned, but 
Lattimore was never arrested, having 
concealed his tracks effectually. He 
then went to work for A. B. Chapman 
on his ranch in the San Gabriel Val- 


lex. 
ion this time forward Lattimore’s 


8 ant for arson developed rapidly. 
n 1886 he was at work for Scott Chap- 
man, hauling manure, and in October 
of that year leased 40 acres on the 
northern end of the ranch: The lease 
was a verbal one, and in the following 
January. Lattimore quarreled with 
Scott Chapman, claiming that he was 
trying to beat him out of his lease. 
The colored man brought suit against 
Chapman before a justice of the peace, 
in Pasadena, for the lease, and won 
bis case. Upon appeal to the Superior 
Court, however, the decision was re- 


versed, and Lattimore lost his lease 


and = which went to pay the 
costs. his was the basis for the 
vindictiveness of the negro, and 
from this time on fires were 
so frequent and their origin so obscure 
that the people in the valley were al- 
most terrorized, never knowing what 
a night would bring forth. n the 
night of May 22, 1888, Chapman’s 
barn, containing 100 tons of hay, 
burned. August 15th Lattimore was 
ordered off the ranch; that night Chap- 
man’s office burned. 

The flrebug seemed to be deter- 
mined to wreak his vengeance upon 


all who crossed his path. BecauseJoseph 
Huddlestone had accused Lattimore 


of the crime on account. of shoe tracks 
correspond 


ing with these of the negro, 


pers with Lattimore’s address on them 


were discovered at the scene of the at- 


mpt. 
Lattimore was now arrested und was 
in jail until February, 1889, when he 


was tried and acquitted, being success- 


ful in his attempt to throw suspicion 
upon a Mexican named Jesus Felano. 
The night of May 23, 1889, an at- 
Yempt was made to assassinate Mr. 
uddlestone, some one firing at him 
Lrough a window as he sat at home. 
During all this time reports ot threats 
made by Lattimore were heard, and 
he became a regular nightmare to the 
neighborhood. On the night of July 
27, 1889, Huddlestone’s residence was 
burned to the ground and Chapman’s 
residence fired. On aceount of a 
speedy alarm the latter attempt was 
not successful, although the porch had 
been saturated with coal oil. 

So desperate had the situation be- 
come that something was necessary to 
be done, and evidence of Lattimore’s 
perjury upon the arson trial was dis- 
covered. He was arrested on that 
charge August 17th, at South Pasa- 
dena, by Sheriff irre apd Mr. 
Marsh. He seemed to have singular 
luck in avoiding punishment, however. 
and upon the trial was again acquitted 
in November. 

Investigations had been in progress 
before the trial, however, and immedi- 
ately upon Lattimore’s acquittal he 
was arrested upon a second charge of 
arson, and was bound over by Justice 
Savage. 

It is upon this charge that he was 
yesterday convicted, it being for the 
fires of last July. While the evidence 
against Lattimore was mainly circum- 
stantial, the burly fellow overdid his 
part and prejudiced his case by in- 
dulging in a story, trying to avert sus- 

icion from himself by charging Scott 
apenas with having been the incen- 
diary. 

The record of the defendant has also 
attached toit (whether justly or not can- 
not be proven), that he attempted the 
life of Lucky Baldwin at his ranch on 
several occasions. It is a fact that: 
Mr. Baldwin was shot at several times, 
and it is supposed by Lattimore, but 
no evidence could ever be found di- 
rectly connecting him with the matter. 

A. B. Chapman drew a sigh of relief 
whew he heard that a verdict of guilty 


of arson in the first degree had been 


returned. He has frequently said that 
if Lattimore should not be convicted 
he would sell his property and move 
away, not being able to stand the 
strain of .anxiety which he has been 
In connection with his course 
under the trying circumstances, it was 
learned yesterday that Lattimore owed 
his life one night to Mr. Chapman’s 
sense of justice, Several of his neigh- 
bors had formed the determination of 
lynching the flrebug,“ and went to 
Mr. Chapman about it. He flatly re- 


fused to have anything to do with it, 


and insisted that the law should take 


its course. The plau was then dropped. 


Judge Cheney set Friday morning 
for the sentence of the convicted man.

Bit of Chaos. 
The Supreme Court opinion in the 
Toal case, virtually declaring the po- 
lice courts illegal, has completely de- 
moralized things in police circles for 
the time being, and yesterday neither 
Judge Stanton nor Judge Owens did 
any business, all cases being turned 
over to Justice Austin. 
City Attorney McFarland is of the 
opinion that the decision kills the po- 
lice courts entirely, as it says, in effect, 
that they have never had any legal ex- 
istence, and, taking this view, he yes- 
terday took the position that the Mayor 
should name one of the City Justices 
to take charge of the police court as 
provided by the statutes, and he pre- 
— the following document for the 
ayor, which he sent to Mr. Hazard 
for his signature: 
Los ANGELES, Feb. 4, 1890. 
To the Hon. H. C. Austin, Justice of the 
Peace in and for the City of Los Angeles,

This document was not signed by 
His Honor yesterday afternoon, as he 
desired to give the police judges a hear- 
jing before taking any action. He 
agrees with the City Attorney in his 
view of the case, but as Judge Stanton 
has retained Ji udge Fitzgerald, who 
will give his opinion this morning, the 
Mayor thought it best to defer action 
until he could be heara. Judge Fitz- 
gerald, it is reported, is of the opinion 


judges only so far as their tunctious as 
committing magistrates go, and does 
not affect them so far as violations of 
the city ordinances are concerned. 

Justice Lockwood is of the opinion 
that the city justice who isto act as 
police judge, should take the position 
under the Whitney Act of 1885, as, if 
the provisions of this act are carried 

out, all fines imposed will go to the 
city. This act provides that in all 
cities of 30,000 and less than 100,000 
the Council shall confirm the judge, 
give him a seal, etc., and when this is 
done, his jurisdiction extends to all 
misdemeanors, and all fines collected 
by him go tothe city. The fines amount 
to several thousand dollars a year.

Water Organization Cut. 

A meeting of the newly-elected board 
of directors of the Pasadena Lake 
Vineyard Land and Water Company 
was held Monday. Mr. Jobn Allen 
was elected to the chair.

While the 
policy of the new board has not been 
emphasized thus far, except that it 
resolved to reduce the water rents 
from last quarter’s rates, it is not 
thought that any dividends will be ap- 
propriated to further developing the 
water facilities. The news of the re- 
duction in rents will be-welcomed by a 
large body of consumers, who have 
long thought that their water accom- 
modations come too high.
